estate was always potentially the King’s, and could be dealt with by the King : 


as if it were his own. Yet it was not to the King’s interest to keep the Jew's 
wealth in his own hands, for he, the King, as a good Christian, could not 
get usury for it, while the Jew could very soon double and treble it. As the 
Jew might die before the debt was due, and the King be then content to 
take a much smaller sum as a composition for the debt, it was often the 
debtor's interest to keep the debt standing. The usury was in the nature of 
a bet against the Jew’s life. The only useful function the Jew could per- 
form towards both king and people was to be as rich as possible.” As to 
the extent of the wealth of the pre-Expulsion Jews, it is computed to have 
amounted in 1187 to a quarter of the movable wealth of the kingdom, 7.¢., 
£240,000 against £700,000, ‘ Altogether,” Mr. Jacobs adds, ‘* I reckon 
that the English king in the latter half of the twelfth century drew on an 
average a sum of £3,000 per annum from his Jews. As his whole income 
did not reach more than £35,000, the Jews contributed one twelfth of his 
resources, It was somewhat as if they contributed £7,000,000 to the 
Budget nowadays.” Mr. Jacobs maintains that Jewish education in England 
in the Middle Ages was well organised, in the provinces as well as in 
London. In the former the “small school” existed, as distinguished from 
the ‘great school” of the metropolis. Altogether Mr. Jacobs’ article 
serves as an excellent appetizer for the fare to be provided in his forthcoming 
work on *‘ The Jews in Mediwval England.” 


In a recent Note we called attention to the dearth of “ edifying” 
literature which is so marked a characteristic of Anglo-Judaism. In this 
matter at least the Judaism of this country differs from that of other parts 
of Europe, and yet, curiously enough, in n> other country except America 
are so many religious books printed as in England. From the manner in 
which our remarks were received we are somewhat more inclined to think 
that the Anglo-Jewish public would now welcome the publication of sermons 
and other works of an edifying character. The ‘ Duties of the Heart” of 
‘Bechai might well be turned into English, and we believe that there is 
some probability that an English translation will soon appear. In Germany, 
as we remarked, the Jewish ethical books of past generations have long 
been translated, and volumes of sermons are always appearing. Thus there 
now lies before us a small collection of pulpit addresses by Rabbiner L. 
Schlessinger of Bretten (J. Kaufmann, Frankfort-on-the-Maine). These 
sermons are terse and thoughtful, and are well adapted for reading on 
the festivals, to which they mainly refer. There is originality, too, in 


such contrasts as the author draws between Mordecai and Moses, the instru-. 


ments of two very different redemptions, which nevertheless had their points 
of resemblance. The brevity of Rabbiner Lazar Schlessinger’s style—and 
this in itself is no mean merit—may be gathered from the fact that these 
twenty-three addresses fill just forty-four pages.

A manuscript in the possession of the Chief Rabbi preserves a frag- 
ment of a curious product of the sixteenth century which Dr. Neubauer has 
now edited in the Romania, Parodies on the subject of Purim were long 
favourite with medieval Jews. The earlieat specimen of the kind was the 
famous compilation of Kalonymos, made nearly six centuries ago. Mostly 
the poems that dealt with Esther were written in Hebrew, that by 
Crescas Caslari was in Provencal, though in Hebrew letters. Dr. Neu- 
bauer has recently shown that the Jews of Northern France used the 
vernacular in other compositiona, but Caslari was not content to use 
French, for he wrote a companion poem in Hebrew, the former for the use 
of ‘* women and children,” the latter not for the men, but for “ those who were 
familiar with the Hebrew language.” We doubt exceedingly whether the 
ordinary Provencal Jew of the 14th century could read Hebrew very easily ; 
indeed the knowledge of Hebrew by Jews in the Middle Ages is often 
greatly over-estimated. M. P. Meyer has added some etymological 
notes which show that Dr. Adler’s MS. is of philological value. It will 
be readily remembered that the French glosses contained in Rashis’ 
commentaries to the Bible and Talmud are actually the most ancient French 
word-lists extant. M. Darmesteter’s lamented death interrupted the 
systematic treatment of these glosses, but their importance is well under- 
stood and appreciated by philologists. Dr. Neubauer has done well to print 
this curious poem by a 14th century Jewish doctor.

REAL, VERSUS SHAM “REFORM.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—Having taken the utmost interest in measures which, I ha 
might eventually have led to a_working agreement between the vari 
gregations of the metropolis and the provinces, it was with pain that I perused 
the report of the special meeting of the seatholders of the West Eoaden 
Synagogue convened to consider the scheme for the burial of members of the 
said Synagogue in the cemeteries of the United Synagogue. When the public 
mind was much exercised regarding the probable outcome of the so-called 
movement for the revision of the Ritual, I was strongly of opinion that what. 
ever germs of success such a movement might contain, the same would have 
been imperilled, by prematurely bringing under the notice of the constituent 
congregations of the United Synagogue, the sc co-operation of the Berkele 
Street congregation. ‘I felt that due allowance should be made for the 
prejudice which existed against a body concerning which comparatively little 
was known by many very worthy members of the United Synagogue, | 
believed that in time such prejudices would be a aes away, and. that 
ultimately some understanding would be arrived at, worthy of the issues involved. 
In this I was disappointed; still many of us felt that when the scheme for a 
common burial ground came to be considered, its acceptance by both congrega- 
tions would open the door to a mutually good understanding. This hope, too, 
has now been rudely dispelled. I do not propose to touch upon the financial] 
aspect of the question in its various bearings. What must be grievous to al! 
well wishers of communal concord is the enunciation of such petty remarks as 
fell from some of the speakers last week at Berkeley Street. One broadly 
suggested that the object of the Executive Committee of the United Synagogue 
in passing the Scheme then under discussion, was “to get out of their congrega- 
tion as much as they (ic. the United Synagogue) could.’ Another held up the 
bugbear of Rabbinism to his sympathetic audience, suggesting that terrible 
consequences might arise as to the conditions to be laid down regarding 
inscriptions on tombstones, when as a matter of fact, those to be read at 
the Balls Pond Cemetery, and at the burial grounds under the jurisdiction of 
the United Synagogue, are on precisely the same lines. It was also said that 
by the acceptance of the Scheme, the West London Synagogue would limit 
its action, and instead of benefiting, it would be a hindrance to improvement. 
Now, Sir, I respectfully submit that had some such Scheme ds the one under 
discussion been accepted by the West London Congregation, exactly the 
opposite results might have been achieved. The Council of the United Syna- 

ogue would have welcomed the prospect of a closer union between the two 
oe a an interchange of preachers might have resulted, and in process of time 
the differences which divide the two couaregpoone might have been, if not 
entirely dispelled, at any rate bridged over. ‘These have become vain illusions. 
We are now brought face to face with the true instincts of some (but fortu- 
nately not by any means all) of the members of the said congregation. The 
United Synagogue must henceforth resolutely march forward, conscious of its 
inherent strength to formulate, and to obtain such improvements in its services 
as the times may demand, and when a full measure of success shall have been 
attained, it will be found to have acquired that vitality so necessary to a great 
public body, not by the damaging support of fossilised voters, nor by the enun- 
ciation of retrograde opinions, worthy of medieval times, but by having 
remained in touch with that public opinion, without which no institution can 
hope now-a-days to succeed.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir. —I ain not aware whether Mr. Oswald J. Simon is responsible for the 
heading as well as the contents of his letter appearing in your last issue. Both 
are equally intemperate and unwarranted in the circumstances. 

As a member of the West London Synagogue, and of those who took 
part in the proeeedings last week, I, with many others, respectfully claim 
the right to exercise judgment on a Scheme which was literally sprung upon 
the members, 

The “draft ’ scheme was rather a final scheme—for to use the words of one 
of its prominent supporters it had been passed and seft/ed in Committee, &c. 

The members of the congregation were apparently expected to go through 
the dumb form of presenting themselves, and criticism on their part is now 
heing resented as fanatical conduct. [Iam sorry that Mr. Simon, as one of the 
Council, should have thought fit to publicly attack members of his congregation 
in the fashion he has. However, upon mature consideration, he will, I trust, 
regret his course of action. 

The scheme itself was demonstrated to be absolutely inoperative from 
many points of view. If one were to enter fully into the details of the 
objections urged, I feel that it might cause irritation—but such is not my 
intention. Those who opposed it stated with all possible emphasis that their 
action was not in the slightest degree prompted by any feelings of unfriendli- 
ness towards the United Synagogue. Ic was felt that the scheme literally 
bristled with difficulties, which might lead to unhappy differences in the 
future, and be productive of more harm than good, It also. meant a union 
. without equality, its tendency being to place this Synagogue in a subordinate 
position in many respects, 

Notwithstanding Mr. Oswald J. Simon's language, I maintain that intelli- 
gent objections were raised, and if enthusiastic members of the Council (though 
with the best of intentions) have over-reached themselves, a useful and even 
‘charitable lesson may have been taught, viz. : that it is desirable to take the 
congregation more fully into their confidence. 

The members of the congregation undoubtedly have the right to consider 
the advisability of accepting, amending or rejecting a scheme of such an 
important nature as alluded to. 

Mr. Simon's letter cannot possibly serve any good :purpose. It is certainly 
not caleulated to further the cause he has so indiscreetly championed,

Sir.—lI should feel obliged if you will kindly allow me space for a few words 
on the above subject. 

The prevailing opinion is that the Council of Upper Berkeley Street owe 
a debt of gratitude to the seatholders for saving them from entering into one of 
the most undesirable bargains ever contemplated by men conversant with worldly 
affairs, because if the proposition had, unfortunately, succeeded, the complica- 
tions and restrictions of the scheme would have led-to interminable confusion 
and disputes about the construction of the intricate terms of the treaty. Then 
comes the question, is the West London Synagogue so poor as to be unable to 
buy a burial-ground of its own? If so, it would be far better for it to obtain 
a reserved space—either from the United Synagogue or elsewhere—at an annual 
rent, with the right of independent action, than to bring itself to the humiliating 
position of renting lodgings for its dead. 

In the face of this, those who are capable of judging correctly, think that 
a congregation that can afford £500 a year for a retiring minister, ought to be 
rich enough to possess a cemetery of its own. 7

AN ANSWER FROM THE ORTHODOX CAMP. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
- Sirn,—There seems at present a great display of activity in the so-called 
Reform éamp, while a lull prevails in the opposite one, where apparently no one 
is Willing to take up the gauntlet thrown down week by week by men who are 
by no means to be despised as antagonists, or considered unworthy of a contest; 
on the contrary, the challenge proceeds from the pen of eminent scholars. I 
do not mean to intimate that the two camps are hostile in their feelings or want- 
ing in sympathy, but they are opposed in their views regarding religious topics. 


The question for our side seems to be whether we shall allow others to entertain — 


the thought that our silence must be construed as expressing agreement with 
their ideas, and an admittance that Judaism, as it is to-day preached 
and acted upon, means one and the same thing, whether called orthodox, 
traditional orreform. (1 am writing in the full recognition of the fact that 
your paper is not devoted to the interests of any particular denomination, but 
allows every shade of Judaism to be represented). I do not here wish to define 
what are the real articles of the creed on which Orthodox Judaism is based. 
They have often enough been explained ; but, toavoid going over the old ground 
again, may say that I understand by Judaism the laws, regulations and 
ordinances laid down in But I want to point out clearly that 
Judaism and Jewish history are two very different things; the former has 
remained unaltered from the very earliest date when it assumed the title, while 
the latter has changed and must change with the lapse of ages. Judaism and 
Jewish history do notmarch pari passu. The question whether Jews are treated 
liberally or suffer oppression from the nations by which they are surrounded, 

as and can have nothing to do with the religious aspect and bearing of Judaism, 
which, as a system of religious faith and practice, remains in force unaltered, 
without abating a jot of its inherent vitality and binding strength. No matter 
how many MSS. or ancient monuments, supposed to either confirm or 
contradict the truth of the sacred writings, may be discovered,—neither this, 
nor anything else that can occur, must be 
marke out by our great law-giver and by our ?’? 132M. Against this statement 
it may be argued that it is not a very scientific position to take up in reference 
to such a complex and elaborate work as the Bible, to assume that it must shun 
the light of reason and research. But the Bible must not be considered as a mere 
book of science, perhaps it would be better to say definitely that science has not 

et attained such an eminence as to be able to gauge the full truth of the Bible. 

nany case, the one is not subservient to the other, but both together are the 
means of bringing the human mind to the full knowledge of God and his crea- 
tion. Consequently we must distinguish clearly between the man who merely 
Serves the cause of Jewish science, and him, the object of whose life is to

preserve the old landmarks of Judaism from being removed and obliterated by 
the hands of these all-investigating philosophers. Professors Graetz, Zunzand 
Herzfeld and also Geiger were intellectual heroes in the domain of Jewish 
science, but they cannot prefer a claim to the merit of having advanced J udaism. 
Che Bible is to be studied to strengthen our knowledge of, and belief in, the 
declarations of God, but such study can never authorise us in declaring this or 
that commandment obsolete or no longer in accord with the spirit of the age. 
The lamented Dr, 8. R. Hirsch has done more for the preservation and the true 
and sublime comprehension of Judaism, and the spread of the knowledge of its 
incomparable value, than all the great men, whose names I have just mentioned, 
as is amply proved by the history of the Jews at Frankfort. ‘l'heir lectures, 
delivered from the pulpit of an orthodox congregation, may perhaps not be 
deeply tinctured with reforming tendencies, but who will guarantee that they 
have not used the pulpit for the promulgation of ideas which might not be out 
of place in a college lecture-room, but not willingly and profitably be listened to 
by a congregation, by whom traditional Judaism, endeared to them by its truth 
and sincerity, is fondly and intelligently cherished ? 

Why do we show greater laxity in the preservation of the great truths of 
our Law than our Christian neighbours? Need I recall to the mind of your 
readers the case of Prof. W. Robertson-Smith, who was expelled from the 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland on account of his doctrinal views on certain 
books of the Old Testament, following the views adopted by Wellhausen or of 
Samuel Cox, or of the bitter complaints of the Rev. Mr. Armstrong, which just 
now occupy the minds of the Liverpool Clergy ? Brains alone are nota sufficient 
passport to admit a man to preach the word of God and to hold the post of a 
servant of His holy religion !

THE XANTEN BLOOD ACCUSATION. 


OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT, | 


The trial in Cleves is over! Buschhotf, charged with ‘murder for ritual 
purpose, has been acquitted, and once again it has been shown that the whole 
hluod accusation is false and untrue. Itis a fable, which is unceasingly renewed 
and brought forth, to inflame the minds of the ignorant against the Jews. 
Every educated person in Germany expected and knew that Buschhoff was 
innocent and had committed no “ Ritual Marder,” but for us Jews in Germany 
it is, nevertheless, propitious that his innocence has been so fully established. 
Otherwise the agitation against the Jews would have taken wider dimensions 
and the Ritual Murder thrown in our teeth; whereas now the agitators must and 
will be silent. 

The case agiinst Buschhoff was dealt with minutely, Continually new 
witnesses were announced, who wished to give their evidence against Buschhoif 
but they all could say nothing detrimental to him. On the contrary, it was 
proved, that in Xanten, the place where the murder was committed, a fearful 
excitement had been instigated by the anti-Semites, with which all the citizens 
had been seized, Although Buschhoff had lived amongst them 4) years, had 
always been honest and industrious, and never been guilty of any offence, they 
deatroyed his house and wrote on the walls, si Moerdergrube ay ‘Murderer's 
cell). 

June 2), 18)1 was the ominous diy for Baschhoff. In the morning of that 
day some children played in the Kirchstrasse at Xanten, amongst them Hermann 
Hegmann, aged 5} years. ‘The child was last seen alive towards 1) a.m., and in 
the evening at 6.50, was discovered murdered inab irn, When the murder became 
known, the general opinion was, either that the child had probably been killed 
by his companions in their game of “kuling pigs,” or it could have been the 
work of a madman, or the boy might have fallen into a water mill. 

On the following day a witness, Junkermann, came to the Mayor and said, 
the murder could only have been committed by a Jew: he had heard from his 
sop, who is a physician, that the Jews used Christian blood. Other witnesses 
declared, that the cut at the throat was a cut by a Schochet. 


From this time suspicion was cast on Buschhotf, who is a butcher, and’ 


formerly a Schochet,and he, his wife and a daughter, were arrested, October 14th, 
1X1, as Doctor Steinerin Xanten maintained, that the wound at the throat had 
been inflicted with the knife No. 13 found at Baschhoff’s house. 

The Medical Board of the Rhine Province and all the other medical 
authorities declared, that the cut at the throat was no cut by a Schochet, and as 
it was most clumsily done, it could not have been the work of a butcher, It was 

‘proved beyond doubt, that the murder was committed in the barn, cn 1 as much 
blood, as could be lost, was found by the corpse, ° 

The principal witnesses for the prosecution were Mallmann, who stated, 
that Hermine Buschhoff, the daughter of Busshholf, had carried the corpse of the 
child into the barn, and witness Molders and two little boys, who said, that 
Frau Buschhoff had enticed little Hegmann into her house.: Mallmann’s state- 
ment,as well as that of the boys, was made long after the murder, Milders is 
besides known to be a drunkard, so that no weight was attached to his or the 
boys’ statements, all the more as Buschholf told most accurately, where he had 
been the whole day, and this was confirmed word for word by unprejudiced 
witnesses. June 2Jth, IXJl, being the anniversary of his father's death, 
Buschhoff went at 5.30 o'clock a.m. to synagogue, at & 30 he came home, and went 
outon business until #59. From then until 10.50 he met three different persons 
in his house, and went away until 12.30, and related how he spent his time. At 
1 o'clock he dined, and in the afternoon at 5 he went toa tavern, where the 
news of the discovery of the body arrived. Buschhoff refused to go to the 
corpse, as being a {72 1t is forbidden. Frau Buschhoff and.their son have also 
given exact particulars of their whereabouts on that day, and on this account 
they were all three liberated from .prison December 23rd, 1891, but in conse- 
quence of the fury of the people in Xanten, and the discovery of a knife (which 
might have been used for the deed) in Buschhoff's house, Buschhoff alone was 
re arrested February Yth, 1832. No reason could be given, why Buschhoff 
should have committed the murder, Because the boy damaged a gravestone, 
could be no reason, as the damage was too trifling, also that Buschhoff is said to 
have told the child, “ You will be put in. the Tower,” is also no reason. 
No motive being apparent, it was maintained, it must have been a Ritual 
Murder, 

Thi: belief would never have arisen, had not Dr. Steiner of Xanten 
declared no blood was found in the barn, whereas a large amount was actually 
there. The lawyer for the defence considered it worth while calling as authority 
Prof. Dr. Noeldeke, of Strassburg, who was to state, if Ritual Murder. existed 
at all amongst the Jews. He declared, that already in I714, the 
Theological Faculty of the University of Leipzig had stated, that Ritual 
Murder is not contained in the religious laws of the Jews, and that this 
superstition of the people has no basis in Jewish literature. Prof. Dr. Noeldeke 

“maintained word for word “as decisively as I can state the system of railway 
trains is not mentioned in the Talmud, so decisively can I state, that there 1s 
no mention of Ritual Murder.” Prof. Noeldeke characterised the repeated 
assertion, that Ritual Murder is commanded to the Jews, as frivolous, for the 

Talmud not only forbids the use of blood, but also the semblance of even using 

it. Neither the Zohar, nor the Sefer Halkutim contain anything relating to 

Ritual Murder. 

In order to remove any vestige of doubt in the minds of the jury, the whole 
Court of Justice, jury, lawyers for the defenca, etc., proceeded one day from 
Cleves, where the trial was held, to Xanten, to view the plaice, where the deed 
Was perpetrated, and there they convinced themselves that the murder did not 
take place in Buschhoff's house. 

he result of the trial, which lasted 10 days, was, that even the Public 

Peosecutor Hamm, at the end of his remarkable spaech maintained : * After 
the results of the trial, I have come to the conc!usion, that not only is Bus:hhoff 
not guilty of the crime, but the proceedings have established his entire 
innocence, I demand, therefore, from thorough conviction, a verdict of Not

The iat Staatsanwalt Baiumgard, spoke in the same strain. He 

maintained: It has been said, the mitter has not been solved, because it 

concerns a Jew.

by the evidence of his most embittered enemies, who characterised him, as a 
good, honest, and industrious man. 


_ _After deliberating half an hour, the jury brought in a verdict of “ Not 
Guilty,” and Buschhoff was acquitted, The costs of the trial will be defrayed by 


the State.

Buschhoff wepi bitterly at the announcement of the verdict. 
the innocent sacrifice of a wicked agitation, which led the people astray, and he, 
and his family and his livelihood, have been the victims of a dastardly anti- 
Semitic agitation. Downeast and broken-hearted, Buschhotf must seek a new 
-home for himself, his wife and children. Much commiseration is felt for him, 
both by Jews and Gentiles, and several newspapers have opened subscriptions 
for him, which are being widely responded to. Our coreligionist Adolf von 
Liebermann, has testified his sympathy with Buschhotf by giving him £1) 
payable as long as he lives, on July Lith, the day of his acquittal. 

It is much to be hoped the money about to be collected may suffice for 
Buschhoff, who has endured such intense sufferings, undeserved, a martyrin the 
cause of our religion, to spend the rest of his day sin ease and comfort. 


| FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT. | 


The anti-Semitic Party in Germany have received a great blow by the 
unqualified acquittal of Buschhoff of the murder of the boy Hegmann. 


In the pages of history, the Xanten trial will stand out to mark on the 
one hand the deplorable superstition which possessed a section of the 
German community during the closing years of the lth Century, and on the 
other, the carefully-guided conduct of thé German Court. Throughout, the 
impartiality of the Counsel and the President of the Court were of the 
strictest character. and while the (rerman authorities an thoroughly deal out 
justice to all their subjects alike, our brethren need fear nothing from the 


anti-Semites, ‘These will go on their way until the agitation “dies a natural 
death, killed by the only means by which such evils can be dispatched; the 
charity—or should we not rather say truth—born of enlightenment. ) 
Anyone who has read through the verbatim reports of the Xanten trial can- 
not but be struck by the pettiness of the bulk of the evidence which was 
brought forward. Paltry as it was it was not even consistent, and several of 
the witnesses had to be called to order by the President. No other verdict was 
possible than the one which has been given, and much surprise was evinced 
amongst the public incourt that the jury should have taken so long to consider the 
question. When, after the. space of three-quarters of an hour, the foreman 
answered the usual question of the President in the negative, and the latter 
declared Buschhoff free to go, the feeling of satisfaction was intense. Poor 
Buschhoff alone was painfully debarred from knowing the good turn his fate 
had taken by the deafness from which he suffers; Not until the verdict had 
been shouted for the third time into-his ear by his defending -barrister did the 
oor man take in that he was once more free to go where he pleased. To 
Xanten he cannot return, for a fanatical mob has destroyed his house and 
furniture, and he could not settle there in peace to earn his livelihood. But 
the poor sufferer will not be forsaken. He has always borne an excellent 
character, in recognition of which the Jews of Berlin and others have raised 
a subscription which will enable him and his family to found a new home. One 
generous donor has settled a small income on him for life, to be continued even 
after the donor's death by his trustees. When the terrible strain of all that 
he has undergone has in some measure abated, we trust that he may make take 
consolation from the reflection that his affliction has dealt a great blow to the 
horrible superstition of the “ Blood Accusation.” -

A inaiter causing considerable anxiety and discussion at present in Montreal 
is the fair and cuit ible sett! ment’of the Jewish school tax ; the Hebrew com- 
munity is naturally desirous that the school tax derived from the Jewish Real 
Estate Proprietors in Montreal should bedistributed among all properly established 
educ tional establishinents in the city in proportion to the number of Jewish children 
actually attending and taught at the said schools respectively. At present, this 
howeveris very far from being the case, the total school tax paid annually by Jewish 
proprictors in Montreal4s 2,500. dollars; of this about 2,200 dollars is paid by the 
incmibers of the Spanish and. Portuguese Congregation, and the remaining 
60 doll irs by thie bal ince of th Jew ish Real Est ite Proprietors, Out of this 
sum the Protestant Board of Schoo! ¢ ohitnissioners receive GUO dollars for teaching 
about 2o0 Jewish children, The Baron de Hirsch Institute Free Day Schoo! 
(established by the Young Men’s Hebrew Benevolent § wiety) which edueates 
some 220 to 2oU young co-religionists, receives nothing whatever, whilst the 
school of the Sp nish and Portuguese Congregation, with not more than an average 
attendance of thirty children, is aliotted the bulk of the tax. For the cause of

scheme was also worked by the Young Men's Hebrew Sociely of Montreal to aid 
the numerous emigrants that arrived in Canada in consequence of the Exodus from 
Russia. Asa result of a correspondence. with Dr. Sonnenfeldt, Director of the 
Jewish Colonisation Association in Paris, and Mr. N. 8. Joseph of the Russo- 
Jewish Committee. London, 100,000 frances were deposited in the bank at 
‘Montreal from Parts. and the inter land at Moosomin Was transferred 
to the Young Men's Hebrew Society for the benelit of tlie colonists. After 
prospecting the Souris river district, it was decided on as the most suitable Jand ; 
it is mes from and in the GXTremc math of thie district of Assini- 
boiue, The land is good and excellent Tor st ck raising. ‘The number of home- 
steads tirst taken up is 78, being a quarter section of 16U acres for every male over 
elgliteen yCats, in all 12,480 acres. During Lie pre sent year each settler will 
lave to break up and prepare for crop not less than ten acres of ‘his section, 
adding 1> more the second year, and another lo the third. The heads of 
families number 40, males vver 15. years, #5, and population 29, to bs 
increased by a few wives and children now on their way from - Kussia. 
Mr. Charles McDiarmid has tlie management of the colony, which is styled 
Hirschville, after the generous philanthropist. Before leaving Montreal, each 
settler signed an agreement to pay in twelve yearly instalments the money 
advanced, and to abide by the rales laid down for the government of the colony. 
They have been supplied with horses, cows, waggons, and farm implements, 
and assvonas possible a school will be erected, and funds supplied for a com- 
petent teicher. Mr. D.S. Friedman and Mr. Harris Vineberg intend during the 
present month to. visit the colony and to ascertain for thenis:lves the exact con- 
dition of the settlers, who are {furtunate in having an energetic and clever 
manager devoted to their interests.

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THE CHIEF’ RABBI’'S PASTORAL TOUR, 
HULL, 

The Chief Rabbi arrived in Hullon Friday afternoon and was received by 
4 deputation from the Old Synagogue consisting of Mr. J. Alper, President, 
Mr. M. Casril, Treasurer, Revs. E. Pearlson and I. A. Levy, Councillor Cohen, 
and Mr. D. Moss, Secretary ; and of the Central Synagogue by Mr. Wacholder, 
Pressdent, Rev. M. Kanter, Messrs, A, Goodman and Lewis E. Davis. 

(yn Sabbath morning Dr. Adler preached an eloyuent and impresive sermon to 
a large congregation in the Old Synagogue from Numbers xxv. 1) tol5. He said 
it was rightand meet that on the occasion of his first visit as their chief pastor, 
he should ask them to consider their condition in the country, and especially in 
the town. If they considered the position of Judaism in this country, they 
might congratulate themselves that the outward aspect which they presented to 
the world, if not imposing and majestic, was at least not unsatisfactory. When 
some few months ago the piteous wail of their persecuted brethren reached 
these shores, they bestirred themselves as one man to bring suecour to the dis- 
tressed fugitives, andsympathy kept pouring in from all corners of the globe. 
They were now labouring with earnest zeal to provide for the poor fugitives 
who had sought these hospitable shores, and they were striving, at least in 
London, to cope with the great problem of the housing of the poor. ‘They were 
earnestly endeavouring to make provision for the spiritual needs of their 
people, to come into closer and more personal touch with them, He had con- 
vinced himself during this, his first pastoral visit, that there was an earnest 
desire to possess a proper synagogue to enable all those who would worship to 
do so, And they were traiming ministers who would be qualified to teach and 
to preach the Word of God throughout the land. But he was sorry to 
observe there were many signs of religious apathy and lukewarmness in their 
midst. He was far from satisfied with educational matters, which were ina 
woeful state among them; for but little was done for the thorough and effective 
instruction of their children in Hebrew and Religion, They might teach their 
children Hebrew, but not a thorough instruction of prayer and praise; the only 
remedy must proceed from themselves, and he pleaded with them to have more 
enthusiasm, he would plead for a revival of spiritual earnestness such as was set 
forth in the text, of which Phineas, the High Priest, was an illustrious example. 
The enthusiasm which he urged was a“ zeal which inspired.” 

In the afternoon the Rev, Chief Rabbi attended Service in the Central Syna- 
gogue, which was beautifully decorated with flowers, and preached to a crowded 
congregation from Zech. vi. v. 19,“ Love truth and peace.’ He said the mere 
love of truth was not enough to bring about the good things promised by the 
prophet, nor was the mere semblance of peace sufficient.to ensure the accom- 
plishment of the happy events predicted; the love of truth must result in words 
of truth and action of a truthful nature, truth was the “Seal of God ” stamped 
upon all His works, and he besought his hearers to prove their love of 
truth and peace by their conduct before the eyes of the world, and to strive 
above all things to gaina good reputation. The Chief Rabbi added some 
remarks in German, together with an interesting anecdote to illustrate 
his views.

SyNacoct er, PY, Jene litn, 182, 
Scripture Reading: Isaiah, Ixv. 8-25, 


Text. Isaiah, Ixv. 11: “ But ye that forsake the Lord, that forget my holy 
mountain, that prepare-a table for Gad (the god of luck), and fill up mingled 
wine for M'ni” (the goddess of tortune)! 

Such, in all probability, is the meaning of this difficult verse. It 1s 
evident. alike from the terms themselves and from the context, that certain 
idols wellknown at the time are here referred to. Gadis said to be the star- 
god Jupiter, regarded in the East as the giver of good fortune, and by the Arabs 
as the godof “greater good fortune.” M’ni was the planet of Venus, or “ lesser 
good fortune.’ Both were objects of worship among many of the ancient 
Semites, 

It was against this form of idolatry that the prophet so mightily inveighs 
in the passage just read, Some of his brethren showed, as they had done before 
and have done since, a remarkable alacrity in copying the Gentile, not in 
what was excellent, but in what was most blameworthy among his customs. As 
the charge came to be later expressed, 8? O73 OP OAD 
CTVC?. ‘There seems to have been a peculiar charm, to which his contemporal les 
only too readily yielded, in this portion of the cult of their neighbours ; the 
ranks of Israel furnished many of the most ardent devotees of the god and 
goddess of fortune. But the worship of fortune is one that never can be brought 
into harmony-with the adoration of the true God, of Him who is Lord over all 
men’s fortunes. Here there is no halting between two opinions. While 
the fascination of that idolatry lasts, God is forsaken, and His house neglected 
and forgotten. 

Now the cult of the divinities of fortune is as rife to-day as ever it was. 
[t expresses itself in many ways. The commonest as well as_ the vulgarest 
is that which takes the form of gambling, a subject upon which it is surely not 
out of place for a Jewish preacher to deliver himself. 

When the children of Israel lapsed for the first time into idolatry, they 
celebrated the occasion by a very general indulgence in gambling. They made 
them a golden calf, they paid it divine honours, and then “the people sat down 
to eat and drink, and they rose up to play.”’ There is more than amystic and 
fanciful, there is a most real and material connection between gambling and the 
worship of the golden calf. Very suggestive is the comment of the Sage upon 
the melancholy incident, }2 NOS PMS PS, For your true gamester is at heart a 
agin. He has given upthe worship of God. Gold is his.god; luck is his god. 
Po the rest. what wonder if he is oblivious of all that he owes to heaven and to 
earth 7 

What the view of our ancient teachers was regarding. this vice may be 
yathered from the circumstance that the Talmud classes among those who were

We may take 
the two oecupations as types, the one of hazard-playing and gambling generally, 
the other of a good deal of what is now understood byracing. Both are declared 
to involve a forfeiture of character. It is true’that the expression.“ pigeon 
fiyers ‘' is by some explained to mean, not those who fly pigeons for sport, but 
those who use them to decoy their neighbour's birds; but the line between 
racing folk and decoyers must have been not always clearly distinguishable, 
and is still said, owing to the abuse of genuine sport and the violation of its 
spirit, to occasionally labour under the same disadvantage. The reason for the 
disqualification as witnesses of persons engaged in these and similar pursuits, is 
stated to be BPW PNY “ because they do not oceupy them- 
selves with that which tends to the good of humanity.’ According to the 
Shulehan Aruch, which reduces to practical, legal form the discussions of the 
doctors of the Talmud, the oath of the gamester is invalid only if he makes 
gambling and betting his profession, 713 DAN NM’, because, even though he be 
not chargeable with actual dishonesty, he is stained with “the dust of dis- 
honesty.” In that cise, to quote the words of the rabbinical handbook, “ what- 
ever be the sport in which a man engages, whether it be dice-throwing or similar 
games of hazard, whether it be racing with birds or with cattle, or with animals 
that have not been domesticated, if the condition of the bet is that he whose 
animal comes in first takes his opponent's as well as his own, the person who 

devotes. himself to such pursuit is disquahfied to give evidence before a Jewish 
tribunal.” This severe judgment applied, as you will observe, where the rule 
was to have even betting. It would not be likely to be relaxed where the trans- 
action involved heavy odds, Some there were whose disapproval took a wider 
range and whose condemnation of the practice of gambling was still more 
emphatic. Even where no money was staked, where the game was with 
shells of nuts and pomegranates '’—the players. having to 
guess whether an odd or even number of things was ina person’s hand—the 
amusement was declared by the Boraitha to be one that should be shunned on 
account of what it might lead to. Maimonides says bluntly that “ the gamester 
is engaged in robbery even though the loser declares himself content, since the 
winner gets his gains by way of jest and mockery, without giving any equivalent 
for them.” Another interesting point is that one of the Rabbis of ‘the Talmud 
declared money obtained in gambling to be illegally gotten, because 8? NNDIDON 
N39, a view which, so far as its legal aspect is concerned, prevails in English 
jurisprudence, a bet being, I believe, not recoverable at law. P 

But turning from opinions and authorities to principles, what, one might 
ask, is the moral justification of gambling ? Property is legitimately transferred 
to another in one of two ways, either by gift or by exchange, /.., either by way 
of benevolence or friendship, or by way of commerce. In both cases there is 
satisfaction for each of the parties. In the case of a fair interchange, both are 
advantaged, one party obtaining the goods or the labour or skill of the other 
in return for something which the latter deems of benefit to him. Where 
property has been transferred by gift, the giver has received a moral gratifi- 
cation; he is happy in the knowledge that he has given happiness or pleasure 
to others. But money gained in betting or gambling comes under neither of 
these heads. It is not a free gift, because each of the parties to the wager 
would rather that the other should pay him, and the vexation that usually 
accompanies the proceeding is proof suflicient that benevolence, or wishing wall 
to another, has no share init. It is not an act of commerce or exchange, since 
the loser receives no equivalent for what he surrenders. It would seem there- 
fore to be outside the range of transactions having a moral basis. 

A difference presents itself in the case of games demanding thé exercise of 
strength or skill. The training and development of these very qualities, 
resulting from such games is, in the first place, a direct gain to all. In the 
next, the stakes go by mutual agreement to reward the one who has proved 
himself superior in prowess, endurance or ingenuity, although it is to be noted 
that to those personally taking part in games of skill the mere material gain 
18 usually the smallest consideration. Still one can understand rewarding a 
man's efforts or his skill or both in the cricket field, on the river, or at a game 
of chess, But why reward a man because he backed the red or the black so 

many times, or because he guessed whether a tossed coin would fall on this 
side or on that, or because he predicted which horse out of a number, all of 
whom may have been mere names to him, would win? There is, as you will 
remember, one example in the Bible of a wager offered and taken. At his 
wedding feast Samson propounded his celebrated riddle, success or failure in

ledge of good and evil; the curiously morbid tendency of our countrymen to 
make every ecent, however trivial or important, the subject of a wager 
things are having a corrosive effect upon public morals, and, what concerns ys 
more particularly, upon the character of multitudes of our own. brethren 
already by nature not disinclined to yield to the charms of bling and 
peculation. | 

But it is when the passion for gambiing attacks our young people tha 
worst consequences are to be anticipated. The better their luck, the worse 
prospect, For then, in proportion to the ardour of youth is the virulence with 
which the passion seizes them. I do not say that Jewish youths: fall easier 
victims to the disease than others: i only know that they are not tree from it 
and every one who has it in his power to influence our youth. ought solemnly. 
but not the less affectionately, to caution, and, if possible, to guard them against 
the perils that beset the gambler’s path. How sports, in themselves noble and 
inspiriting, can become a source of demoralisation to the multitude, the history 
of every racing event, could we follow it out in all its dark and devious ramif- 
cations, would abundantly show. Ninety-nine out of every hundred persons 
who profess to be interested in the turf, know no more about the horses on 
whose success they stake their earnings, or other people's, or indeed about horses 
at all, thana Laplander,. They. pick up a few straps of stable g

There is one branch of our subject which ought not to be overlooked in a 
Jewish pulpit :—card-playing. It is not a matter on which compliments may take 
the place of truth. Very profoundly it is to be deplored that Jewish society, 
though it has perhaps undergone some improvement in this respect of late, is 
far toomuch addicted to. card-playing as the one unfailing resource to kill the 


people who believe them. It is not easy to decide whether there is more of folly 


demon of ennui. Why people who prefess themselves your frieuds should invite 
you to seek recreation in their company, and then provide you with implements 
to enable you to acquire money you have not earn(, or to lose money for which 
you get no equivalent, to vex orto be vexed, of course without showing it, 
which makes the vexation rather worse than better, hkea fever driven inward — 
remains yet to be explained, I will not say on moral, but on social grounds. It 
would be much more hospitable, if the host provided the stakes as well as the 
cards for his guests; one could then understand the social aspect of the institu- 
tion. 

* But surely you would not grudge a. hard-worked man an innocent game 
of whist occasionally for recreation’s sake!’ Which way of putlting it begs 
he whole question, Nobody Wants to rob you of Your innocence. But first, 
not all players are hard-worked people, and not all hard-worked people can 
afford to sit hour after hour at the card table ; and next not all giumes of cards 
are games of whist, and whether they are or not, not all of them are innocent, 
If they are so innocent, if the sole attraction is the mental exercise or recreation 
they afford, why do you play for money ? Why don’t you play for “ shells ot nuts 
and pomegranates’? When at the eard table, at which even mothers and 
daughters of Israel have not disdained to take their place, silver counters are 
seen to change to gold and gold to notes. or the reverse; when sums of money 
are lost and won ina single night thatmany an honest man might he content 
to earn in a month, or that, if given to the Hospitals or the Clildren’s Country 
Holiday Fund would help appreciably to diminish the sum of human sutiering 
or to increase the amount of human happiness; when all this is done, and time 
and health are sacrificed in addition, not in the performance of a social function 
leading to a social benefit, but in sheer pandering to the spirit of gambling— 
the innocence of the proceeding is not particularly conspicuous. 

I trust it will not be inferred from anything that. has been said that I am 
dreaming of aught so.absurd as an unconditional condemnation of all such 
games, even of cards, as have received the sanction of society. I am the less 
inclined to condemn in others a harmless indulgence in this sort of recreation, 
seeing that I myself have never played a game of ecards in my life, and know 
therefore nothing whatever of the fascination it may have for others. But 1 
am sufficiently conversant with what is going on in the world and in. my com- 
munity to know that gambling is claiming or is preparing to claim as 1ts victim 
many a life in which the capacity for nobler things is being gradually but 
fatally suppressed. The truth is that when once a man has entered well on te 
first stage of the gambler’s career, he has given his character such a downward 
impetus that nothing short of a moral miracle is likely to arrest it. Alike in 
his head and in his heart the divinely drawn lines of right and wrong become 
blurred or obliterated. He has laid out his table in honour of the gods of 
luck; it is no marvel that the God who sanctified and exalted work has no
